first feedback circuit coupled to the third transistor, wherein the first feedback circuit comprises 
a first low frequency feedback circuit and a first high frequency feedback circuit coupled to the 
first low frequency feedback circuit; and a second feedback circuit coupled to the fourth 
transistor, wherein the second feedback circuit comprises a second low frequency feedback 
circuit and a second'Kigh frequency feedback~circuit coupled to the second low frequency 
feedback circuit, as claimed.
